Examiner's Amendment

5, "vertically extending" has been deleted; in lines 8 and 10, "hook" has been changed 
to -hook-shaped member-; in line 9, -and parallel- has been inserted after "to" (first 
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occurrence); and in line 10, "a" (second occurrence) and -the- has been inserted in 
place thereof. 

Reasons for Allowance 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the primary 
reasons for the allowance of the claims in this application are the limitations of a frame 
comprising side members receiving panel mounts, the panel mounts being mountable to 
the side members by hook-shaped integral members formed in a cutout aperture, the 
integral members each being inserted in an aperture formed in a planar surface in the 
side members, followed by movement horizontally and parallel to the planar surface to 
extend the integral member along a wall of the side member behind a web of the side 
member, now included in independent claim 1 and in combination with the other 
elements recited in the claim; and a frame having a plurality of vertically-extending side 
members, at least one panel mount including a horizontally-extending hook-shaped 
member and a bore, the hook-shaped member is inserted through an aperture in the 
side member and slid horizontally relative to and parallel to the aperture the hook- 
shaped member extends horizontally along a wall of the side member behind a web, 
now included in independent claim 9 and in combination with the other elements recited 
in the claim. These combinations of limitations are not found in the prior art of record.
